thofe Points tlat make up the natural Excellence of a 
Tongue, as tie Mvfck , Force , Copioufnefs , &c. of 
it : So in the fame • Points , it is at leaf match'd, if 
71 ot exoelf d by feveral others , and by the Englifh in 
particular. 

Tct it is in it felf a very noble Language , and of 
jle frft Rank : It has given Drefs to fome of the 
fvejl jForks of human Wit and Underfunding : 
Works , which have endur'd the Teji of Ages , have 
furrijh'd us with a Rule of Writing and Speaking well, 
which is wanted in many others ; have enrich'd very 
much our modern Tongues, and a forded a Variety of 
fnifh'd Models , in almofi every Part of Compo- 
fiion. It was at firjl only the Language of that Part 
■of Italy, call'd Latium ; For each Province had its 
Tongue *, Calabria the Greek , Apulia the MelTa- 
pian, Hetruria the cMTufcan, 6 U. 

As the Latins fprcad their Commerce in the con - 
quer'd Nations , it varied . From the Tarquins to Po- 
lybius, in the Time of Scrip. Africanus, was about 
5 co Tears-, and even in tlat Space it was fo far al- 
ter'd, that Polybius affures us , the bef Antiquaries 
of his Age covld not itnderfavd the Articles of Peace 
made between the Romans and Carthaginians, at 
the Expuljitn of the Tarquins, fill extant on the 
Columna Roftrata at Rome. About 140 Tears be- 
fore tic Emperors , when Rome was Mi f refs of Ita- 
ly , Sicily , Sardinia , Corlica , a great Pari of 
Spain , it was. fo. far from general Ufe in the 
World, or even in Italy, that we are told, it was a 
Privilege allow'd to the Cumans, about loo -Miles 
frem Rome, to ufe the Roman Language . The Ro- 
man Colonies in Italy ( about 1 50 ) and the Refort 
of the other Italians to Rome, on the Score of Bu - 
finefs, made it indeed commonly under food. Eor the 
* Laws ur.d Jndicial Proceedings, in the Provinces, and 

Audier.ce given in the Senate, were in Latin. Tet

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it. does not appear to have been ever the Language- of 
all the Empire , or of all Italy. Hence the Italian’ 
is a true Original Tongue, and only mix'd very much 
with the Latin, and not fo much with the Tongues 
of the Barbarous Nations • becaufe their Stay wds 
fort , and their Progrefs not univerfal in Italy.

Latium, ( quod ibi latuit Saturniis •, as, Satur- 
nus of ' '0 latuit) is. now call'd Campagna di Ro- 
ma : At “fir ft , that City , at Mount Palatine, was 
fcarce a Mile about \ and hr Territories hardly the 
Extent of a Days Journey . In the Reign of Aure- 
lian, Jl)e was Miles in Compafs ^ and her Empire 
at laft was above 3000 in Length , from the Shores of 
the Rhine to Euphrates and Tigris. With the Em- 
pire the Tongue was alfo fpread , and yet was not the 
common Speech of any other People . 

Britain was a Roman Province 400 Tears , yet the 
Britifh or Cambrian Tongue, was always the prevail- 
ing Language . Indeed we bad here but Four Colonies \ 
France had 29 •, Spain 77 : So that the Latin was 
more entertain d there , than elfewhere \ but 710 where 
the Vernacular Speech, except in Latium. 

There were 60 Colonies in Afric, and many in A- 
fia, yet the Latin made vo great Imprejfion on the 
Tongue of either . Colonics and Legions were fent 
Abroad to fecure their Conqitefts , thin an Overjlock 
of People at Rome , employ and encourage Men of 
Worth , and enldrge their Dominions . 

Plutarch indeed avers , that in his Time , almoft 
all Men us'd it •, but he does not mean , that it was 
any where a receiv'd National Tongue. One Caufe , 
bvjides the Colonies , of the Growth of this Tongue 
Abroad, was the frequent Advil jjion of Foreigners to 
the Freedom of the City. 

(*2 )■ The 
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The Latin in the Eaflrir as fore fail'd by the Greek, 

( which was the more Commercial or Trading Tongue) 
and was vo more j poke there , than the Spanifh ii in 
the Netherlands, Sicily, Sardinia, Naples, the 
Two Indies , and other Provinces of Spain. In 
Rome it felf , it was often chang d y from the fame 
Caufes with thofe that afel other Tongues . The 
Verfes of the Salij made by Numa, were fcarcenn- 
derftocd by the Flamins and Judges themfelves , in 
the Decline of the Republic : Nor were the Laws of 
the Decemviri. After Grfar and Cicero it lajied 
pure 400 Tears , til the Goths under Alaric firfi 7 
then the Hunas under Attila, then the V andals un* 
dcr Genferic, and the Heruli under Odoacer $ thett 
the Lombards, invaded Italy. Here Odoacer was 
proclaim'd King of Italy *, but foon after , the Goths, 
under Theodoric , expelt i the Heruli * and Theo- 
doric was formally invejled King of Italy by Zeno 
the Emperor , and reign d there with bis Succejfor in 
Peace above 60 Tears . Hence the Italian was de- 
prav'd by the Gothic. About the Tear S70, the 
Lombards came in , and fix'd in the very Heart of 
the Country above 200 Tears , during tfo Reign of 
Twenty Kings. Hence the Midland and befi Part is 
calPd Lombardy. Tet the Latin was corrupted be- 
fore the Inroads of thefe Warlike Nations , by the 
Corccnrfe of Foreigners to Rome, the Number of 
Slaves, greater than that of Citizens $ and by the 
common Turns to which Tongues as well as all human 
Things are liable . 

Therefore the Latin -was the firfi Tongue of Lati- 
um only . All others there were adventitious : So 
was the Greek in Calabria, &c. Tufcany had the 
Hetrurian, or Hetrufcan ; Liguria the Mefiapian, 
cf which there are fome Remains extant * and the 
Ofcan, Sabine, and Tufculan, are thought to be Di- 
alers of them : And from the Goths, &c> arofe 

thy 
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that Mixture in the Italian, French, and Spanilh. 
Some think the Roman Tongue was fo far difltnd from 
the Latin, that the Latin was the Mother-Totigue, A 
and the Roman a Dialed of it \ from which Roman 
Dialed the Spaniih and French were at fir fl chiefly 
derivd . Tulty has left vs a Tejlimony , how far 
the Latin was even read in his Time $ Orat. pro 
Arch. ‘ Graca leguntur in omnibus fere gevtibus ; 

‘ Latina fnis fnibus , exiguis fane , continenturC The 
Greek is read ahtwjl in all Countries y the Latin h 

mnfijid within its own Bounds, which are but narrow . 
But now it is known in 7 noJl Parts of the World \ as 
rpe find in tlx Accounts of Travellers . In the fear 
-1602, Stephen Kakafch, a Tranfylvanian No- 
hitman, was Jevt in E 7 nbajfy by Rodolph II. Empe- 
ror of Germany, to Abas Sophy of Perfia*, and 
drew up an Oration in Latin , publijCd af terwards , 
to be fpoken to that Prince : Which began thus : Se- 
reniihme, potentiiiime, ac magnanime Princeps, 
Abas, Rex Perfarum, Medorum, atque Armenia, 
&c. Now this Kakafch, with all his Retinue , ex- 
cept one, dyd in the Journey thither : The furvivivg 
Perfon found an Interpreter in the Perfian Court, 
Jkill'd in Latin , who tranfaded all the Affairs of 
the German Emperor with him , in that Tongue , with 
great Addrefs and Exadncfs . Chrift. Becm. De Or.

As to the Praifc of this Tongue , it would be endlcfs 
to recount the fever al Elogies of Learned Men about 

it ; Of Valla, Julius, and Jofeph Scaliger, Mc- 
lanchthon, Muretus, Taubman, Erafmus, VoiTi- 
us, Dreflerus, Cafaubon, &c. But fome Things 
obfervd by thefe great Maflers are remarkable . JoC 
Seal, tells us, in Epift. ad J. Cafel. that 7 navy /peak 
the Latin, bntfsw the Roman Idiojn • and fewer yrt 
among the Latter , that ■ rife to the Genius of the Ci- 
ceronian Age, Erafmus affrms , it is cajier in thefe 
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Days to be a Do 3 or in the Three Faculties , than to 
write good Latin. And IC Cafaub. in exercit. 9; 
ad Ann. Bar. /peaking of the Four Recommenda- 
tions of a Tongue ^ I. Convenience to exprefs the, 
Senfe of the Alind. 2. Antiquity. 3 . Dignity of 
thofe that ufe it. 4. Extent of Ufe : Gives the fir ft 
to the Greek ; the fecond and third to the Hebrew 5 
the fourth to the Latin. He tells us alfo there , the 
Canfcs, why the Romans fpread their Tongues as far 
ns pojji ble, with their Covquejh : I. The want of know * 
ing the Greek well , in their Officers \ as Paul. Sr 
mil. in Maced on, fpoke in Latin to the Council 
and Cn. Octavius, the Prestor, was oblig'd to ufe an 
Interpreter for the Greek, in his Reports and Pro- 
ceedings, Liv. 1 . 1 ?. The other Caufe , was a Fond- 
ue fs to make the People fubjcd to their Language, as 
well as Power . Hence , as above , their Law-Cafes 
were in Latin : And hence all thofe forenfic Roman 
V'ords in the Greek and Syriac , as appears particu- 
larly in the New Teft ament. Hence in Syria, the 
Toutb were injlituted in the Laws , in Latin •, vid. 
Greg. Thoum. de Laud. orig. which was the Rea- 

foil, why that Father, as he owns , had almoft forgot 
how to /peak the Greek Tongue. Not that the Ro- 
mans ever cjkcnid their Language better than the 
Greek ^ for they tbcmfelves have confefs'd the con- 
trary, Plin. Nat. Hift. ?. *5. Aug. de Civ. D. 
1 9. 7. Strab. de Hifp. Muret. in Lipf. de redid 
pro. L. 

And ash is a Tongue of this Importance, it has 
employ'd a boundlefs Number of Hands •, Men of all 
Prcfcffious Lave labour d in it : Hence the great Mul- 
titude of Grammars * above Thirty of which made by 
the Ancients , have been brought to Light by Elias 
Put (l hills, a Touth of great Hopes, who dyd in the 
Flower of his Age. Hence the Glut of Sylv£, Vo- 
cabularia, Ilagogs, Florilegia, Analecta, Ele- 
gant ia? ? 
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gantix, and what not? Indeed it is the Carol , by 
which the Learning of all the World has hen con- 
vey d : Not ti.at we ought to rejl in any Latin Ver- 
Jion \ we ought alfo to Jfudy the Originals , and enter 
into all the Tongues : For there is no Latin Verfon , 
of the Bible for In farce, that has not a Number of 
Faults *, as , i Tim. 3. f AmiSh *t m Some 

turn it, fundamentum, ftabilimentum, firmamcn- 
tum : The Word is from *</W, fedes, domicilium, 
a Repofitory , Preferver of Truth , evtmjled with the 
facred Depoftnm of the Word of God .

The Latin is needful alfo to the Knowledge of the 

Fathers , Tertulliah, Cyprian , Laftantius, Hila- 
ry, Jerom, Auguftin, Ambrofe, &c.

Cicero owns, the Italians had not the true Pro- 
nunciation of the Romans , Lib. j. de orat. And 
the Patavinity of Livy was obfervd by Pollio. O- 
v id Jays , they formerly fpoke the Greek in Italy :

The Letters of it were the fame with the Greek, 
nor arc they now very much dijfercnt fee Jul.

The Greeks betray d a TinBure of this Vanity, 
when they call'd all other Nations Barbarians : l heir 
Language certainly arofe from the Hebrew •, If. Caf 
de Sat. 1. 2. Clem. Al. Euf. and that was corf usd 
at Babel * that is , Words dnd Letters were added, 

chang'd, abolifd, into a Number of other Tongues. 

The Greek was one of them . Plat, in Tim. calls 
the Greeks , compar'd with fo?ne Barbarians, i. e. 
the Eaftern People, Children . He fays, in Epinom. 
that the Motion of the Stars was frji mark d by the 

Syrians. 

Ariftotle prefers the Barbarians to the Greeks, 
L. 1. de Coel. Pythagoras went to Egypt, ad 
Memphiticos Vates, fays Hiero'n. Where Plutarch 
avers , that He heard Oenuphis of Heliopolis $ and 
Clem, fays, it was Sonchetus the Arch-Prophet, He 
went alfo to Babylon, and the Perfian Magi •, and 
was (^Clem. tells it, but does not allow the Fatf) 
Scholar to Nazareth the Alfyrian, thought by fome 
to be the Prophet Ezekiel. See Jof. Con, App. r. 

Clement relates, that he was circumcis'd. 

( b ) Plato, 
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Plato, Democritus, &c. travel? d to Egypt, and 
tie Eaft : Plato is call'd Mount Numeit.

In writing Latin, a faulty Imitation of the An- 
cients, Tuliy, for inftance , is to be declin'd . 

To imitate Tully, "is to write in his way of Think- 
ing , Method and Language , with Regard to our Sub- 
jet} : Not , as Bembus loves the Brattice, to Copy 
all his Expreftions , when the Subject will not bear

Then 
he was taken into the Houfe of the Cardinal Ni- 
colaus Rodulpbus , as a Tutor to many bred up 
there : let over his Library , and made an Index 
to Eujlathhs upon Homer, for which the Pope- 
gave him a Penfion, and Pius V. after made him' 
Corrector of the Greek Books in the Vatican Li-, 
brary. After that, he went into fome other great 
Families at Rome , where among other Men of 
Note, Fulvius Urftnus , and Joan. Bapt. Poftevimis 
were his Scholars : He turn’d the Account of the 
Trent Council , and the Catechifm of it, into 
Greek, by the Command of Pius V. His Trent 
Council in Greek was printed after under Pope 
Gregory 5 and his Piece of the Particles wds re- 
view’d by M. Ant. Mnretus.

The great life of Medals, is to clear and efta- 
blilh the Certainty, and the Particulars of Chro- 
nology, Hiftory, Genealogy, Antiquity,. &c. 

Ancient Oriental Medals are but few : The 
oldeft and fineft are the' moR ancient Greek Me- 
dals. Next are the Roman *, I. Co?ifuhr. i. Im- 
perial : And thefe of the Higher Empire, (be- 
ginning at Julius Cdfar , An. { 7 . C. 700. and 54 
ante Chnjhyn , and ending at the Thirty Tyrants, 
Am V. C. 1010. and 260 after Chrijf\) or the 
Lower, (during 1200 Years, to the Year 1470, 
when Covjlanthiople was reduc'd by the Turks ). 
Thefe are ancient. The Medals of the la ft Three 
Ages fince that Period, are modern. Ludicrous, 
or fcandalous Medals, are not properly fuch. 

The Value of a Medal lies in the Antiquity, 
Scarcity, Truth, Clearnefs, Importance, and 
Beauty of it • hardly at all in the Metal. For 
if the Leathern Coins of Ntima could be retriev'd, 
they would be more valuable than the Golden, 
Silver, or Copper Money of After-Ages, as Me- 
dals. The Materials of them vary, as above- 
laid *, and of Brafs, Red, Yellow, and Corinthian ^ 
of two Coppers of a white and hard Sort of 
Lead. Iron Money alfo was us'd in Britain , and 
tome Parts of Greece : But the Principal of the 
Greeks and Romans , was Gold, Silver, and Brafs.
